One  morning  they  surprised  the  community  by  handing  out  free 
doughnuts  in  front  of  a  middle  school.  Another  morning,  they  did  the 
same  thing  at  a  welfare  center.  They  talked,  laughed,  held  babies, 
witnessed,  and  show  ed  people  what  Clod's  love  can  do. 

Where  is  one  place  that  you  can  find  people  from  all  walks  of  life 
and  spiritual  levels. ..restaurants.  Our  fellow  classmates  witnessed  at 
the  most  famous  fast  food  restaurants  you  can  name.  You  ask,  "How 
did  they  do  that?"  Well,  they  split  up  into  groups  and  ventured  off  to 
McDonald's,  Burger  King,  and  Wendy's.  While  people  were  seated 
and  enjoying  their  meals  they  would  receive  a  baggie  with  two  quar- 
ters and  a  card.  The  card  said.  "Supersize  your  meal  on  us!"  lust  this 
simple  act  of  kindness  let  people  know  that  there  are  people  in  this 
world  who  care  for  the  well-being  of  others. 

Other  service  activities  throughout  the  week  included  free  car  washes, 
prayer  walks,  doing  yard  work  for  the  missionaries,  baking  cookies 
and  giving  them  away.

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Daytona  team  wins 
people  to  Christ

Sixteen  students  spent  a  week  drunk  in  Daytona  Beach, 
Florida.  Not  drunk  on  alcohol,  hut  as  one  guy  enthusiastically 
stated,  "drunk  on  Jesus. " 


The  students,  along  with  Lee  Howell,  cam- 
pus minister,  went  on  a  mission  trip  to 
work  with  the  Halifax  Baptist  Association 
in  Daytona  on  a  spring  break  project  called 
"Extreme  Life  Y2K."  We  joined  <S()  other  college 
students  from  around  the  nation  to  saturate  the 
city  of  Daytona  with  the  message  of  God's  amaz- 
ing love. 

Creative  ministries  were  part  of  what  made 
the  mission  trip  so  effective.  In  the  mornings  we 
would  have  a  free  pancake  breakfast  from  9  a.m. 
to  11  a.m.  The  missionaries  would  serve  the  meals 

and  would  use  their  time   

to  eat  with  people,  and  in 
many  cases  have  the 
opportunity  to  share  the 
gospel  through  casual  con- 
versation. 

Our  main  target  ol 
evangelism  was  obviously 
college  students,  but 

through  this  ministry  we   

were  able  to  build  relation- 
ships with  a  number  of  homeless  people  as  well. 
Through  this  interaction  we  could  provide 
resources  for  them  to  use  later  on  in  their  search 
for  a  home,  job,  etc. 

Filipe  Santos  was  one  of  the  students  who 
was  able  to  minister  to  a  homeless  person.

"Jim  was  going  through  some  big  spiritual  bat- 
tles. He  used  to  be  a  missionary  but  became  an 
alcoholic.  He  needed  prayer.  It  was  encouraging 
t<>  him  to  see  people  whose  hearts  were  right  with 
Jesus  and  wanted  to  serve  God.  He  just  wanted 
someone  to  pray  with  him.  He  needed  that.  He 
rededicated  his  life  that  week,"  Santos  said. 

In  the  afternoons,  we  would  either  work  with 
beach  games  and  a  sunburn  unit,  or  do  street 
evangelism/  prayer  walks.  During  the  beach 
games  we  were  able  to  use  "Slip  Disks"  which  are 
frisbees  that  have  the  plan  of  salvation  on  the 

  back.  If  we  saw  an  open 

door  to  do  so,  we  would 
share  the  gospel  with  stu- 
dents then  give  them  the 
frisbee. 

Since  our  team  was 
divided  into  two  groups, 
the  afternoon  was  the  only 
time  we  were  able  to  min- 
ister together.  As  other 
people  saw  our  interaction 
and  genuine  love  for  each  other,  it  made  an  easy 
way  to  get  others  to  join  in  with  our  games. 

Phillip  McCart  said,  "It  gave  us  a  chance  to 
show  people  that  Christians  can  have  fun  outside 
of  church  without  the  worldly  stuff." 

The  street  evangelism  and  prayer  walks  were 
the  most  excitiny  time  for  some  of  us.  During  a 
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prayer  walk  with  my  particular  team,  we  prayed 
in  front  of  buildings  that  we  quickly  found  out 
had  a  had  reputation.  In  front  of  one  of  them,  a 
club  called  "Ground  Zero,"  there  was  a  note  on 
the  door  reading  "Closed  tonight  but  w  ill  reopen 
again  tomorrow."  We  prayed  that  the  club  would 
remain  closed  so  that  people  would  have  one  less 
place  to  go  to  get  drunk.  The  next  night  as  we 
were  driving  by  during  our  van  ministry,  we 
noticed  the  club  was  closed  again.  The  same  night 
that  we  prayed  in  front  of  "Ground  Zero"  we  also 
saw  a  hotel  with  a  sign  reading  "Glory  to  God." 

John  Ferrer,  a  member  of  the  team,  suggested 
we  go  in  and  pray  with  the  people  inside.  When 
we  knocked  on  the  door  and  told  the  owner  who 
we  were  and  that  w  e  were 
there  to  pray  with  them, 
she  immediately  began  to 
sob  and  ran  to  get  her  hus- 
band. She  said  to  us.  "You 
got  my  letter!"  Not  wanting 
to  be  rude,  no  one  said 


anything  right  away,  but 
later  said  to  her,  "We're 

sorry,  we  never  saw  any   

letter." 

Looking  completely  shocked,  she  began  to  tell 
us  of  how  she  had  gone  to  the  pancake  breakfast 
the  previous  week  and  handed  someone  a  letter 
asking  him  to  send  Christian  students  to  pray  with 
them.  They  were  so  thankful  that  God  had 
answered  their  prayers  and  not  just  their  letter, 
they  showered  us  with  cookies,  candies,  ice 
cream,  and  tracts  to  carry  with  us  through  the 
week.  Needless  to  say,  there  wasn't  a  dry  eye  in 
the  room. 

Ottering  people  rides  in  our  van  was  a  very 
important  part  of  our  ministry.  The  van  rides  were 
tree  and  much  safer  than  most  people  having  to 
drive  themselves  home.  During  the  week,  we 
gave  rides  to  675  people! 

"The  van  rides  were  awesome!"  said  Jon 
Bruschi.  "We  had  many  opportunities  to  share  the 
gospel  with  people.  The  best  part  was  that  the 
people  were  the  ones  that  opened  the  door  for  us

to  share  by  asking  questions  about  w  hy  we  were 
giving  up  our  spring  break  to  do  this.  We  also  got 
to  pray  w  ith  many  people  inside  the  vans," 
Bruschi  said. 

The  coffeehouses,  also  offered  at  night,  were 
used  mostly  for  entertainment  purposes,  but  led  to 
many  relationships.  The  missionaries  would  play 
music,  w  hile  people  coming  off  the  streets  would 
enjoy  tree  food  and  drinks.  The  quiet  atmosphere, 
only  interrupted  by  the  quiet  music  and  ocean  just 
yards  away,  gave  way  to  easy  conversations  and 
time  to  pray. 

Ferrer  led  one  man  to  Christ  at  the  coffee- 
house, while  others  had  the  chance  to  pray  with 
many  people. 

Ferrer  commented 
about  the  experience,  "It 
was  Floyd's  first  day  out  of 
prison.  There  had  been 
some  other  guys  witness- 
ing to  him  that  I  knew 
were  missionaries  there 
fr< >m  Indiana.  I  assumed 
they  were  all  missionaries 

  and  went  over  and  began 

to  talk  'mission  trip  talk'  with  all  of  them.  When  I 
found  Floyd  was  not  a  missionary  and  that  the 
other  guys  had  really  been  witnessing  to  him.  I 
joined  in  and  asked  him  what  he  really  thought 
about  all  this.  I  asked  him  if  he  wanted  to  know 
more  about  it.  I  shared  with  him  some  scripture, 
but  had  to  read  most  of  it  to  him.  He  didn't  know- 
theology  or  doctrine,  but  he  knew  there  was  only 
one  way  to  turn  his  life  around  and  that  w  as 
Jesus.  That's  why  he  accepted  Christ  that  night.  I 
think  that's  awesome.  I  still  pray  for  him  every 
night." 

From  the  work  that  God  did  through  those 
ministries,  more  than  10  people  made  the  decision 
to  accept  Christ.  And  thousands  of  seeds  were 
planted.

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M-Fuge  Fills  CSU

Charleston  Southern  University  is  proud  to  be 
the  newest  host  site  for  M-Fuge  (MissionFuge). 


M-Fuge  is  a  youth  camp  sponsored  by 
Lifeway  Christian  Resources  designed  for 
youth,  grades  7-12.  This  summer,  youth 
from  all  over  the  country  met  at  one  of  seven 
locations  across  the  nation  including  sites  in 
California,  Texas,  Alabama,  Tennessee,  and  Florida. 
Camps  were  also  held  at  two  international  sites, 
London,  England,  and  Valencia,  Venezuela. 
Charleston  was  chosen  as  the  latest  city  for  M-Fuge 
to  visit,  and  CSU  hosted  the  program  during  June

and  July.  The  camp  was  lull  within  two  weeks  of 
the  first  announcement  last  August  making  CSU  the 
newest  site  and  the  quickest  to  fill  up. 

Rick  Brewer,  dean  of  students  at  CSU,  believes 
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that  this  is  a  tremendous  opportunity  to  strengthen 
our  partnership  with  local  Southern  Baptist  churches, 
provide  vital  ministries  to  the  community,  and 
enhance  student  spiritual  development.  This  pro- 
gram is  a  great  way  to  tap  into  what  we  are  all 
about  and  continue  the  mission  of  the  school  by 
reaching  out  and  building  community  relations. 

MissionFuge  has  been  in  existence  since  1995 
and  has  contributed  more  than  350,000  hours  of 
service  to  various  communities  around  the  nation. 
It  takes  the  Centrifuge  camp  model,  giving  youth 
an  opportunity  to  gain  renewed  excitement  and 
commitment  to  take  back  to  their  local  churches 
and  communities,  and  adding  another  aspect,  com- 
munity service.  Youth  are  given  the  opportunity  to 
experience  group  worship  and  personal  spiritual 
growth,  as  well  as  participate  in  various  communi- 
ty service  projects  such  as:  painting,  construction, 
or  yardwork;  children's  ministry;  creative  arts  teams 
and  many  types  of  social  work.  Youth  were  divid- 
ed into  teams  of  approximately  25  campers  and 
visited  numerous  sites  around  Charleston.  After  the 
M-Fuge  weeks  are  over  and  the  campers  have 
gone  back  to  their  churches,  Charleston  Outreach 
Ministry  will  continue  the  work  that  was  begun. 

The  mission  of  the  camp  is  to  show  the  heart 
of  Christ  to  all  people  through  equipping,  model- 
ing, serving,  and  especially  loving,  as  (we)  cany 
out  the  Great  Commission.  In  reference  to  the  sites 
which  they  serve,  their  purpose  is  to  provide  quali- 
ty community  and  volunteer  service  with  a  positive 
attitude. 

While  in  the  Charleston  area,  the  campers 
were  housed  in  the  dorms  and  participated  in  wor- 
ship and  prayer  meetings  on  the  CSU  campus. 
"This  has  been  a  total  University  effort,''  said 
Brewer.  "This  could  not  have  been  as  successful  as 
it  has  been  without  the  help  of  every  campus 
department  including  our  campus  minister  Lee 
Howell  and  his  staff,  Don  Little  and  the  housing 
department  and  Kent  Brasher,  along  with  his  entire 
department." 

Charleston  Southern  has  enjoyed  this  opportu- 
nity to  be  involved  with  such  a  wonderful  ministry 
and  the  community  relations  that  will  be  built  in 
the  process.

/\  bridge  serves  one  purpose:  to  help  people 
/    \  get  from  point  A  to  point  B. 

At  CSU,  three  new  "bridge"  buildings  are  help- 
ing to  do  exactly  the  same  thing. 

On  March  28,  hundreds  of  people  attended  the 
dedication  ceremony  of  three  state-of-the-art  build- 
ings: Whitfield  Stadium  Center,  a  four-story  build- 
ing which  towers  over  the  football  field,  the 
Brewer  Center,  a  physical  and  spiritual  wellness 
center,  and  Whittington  Hall,  "a  music  student's 
delight,"  were  officially  opened. 

Whitfield  Stadium  Center,  made  possible  by  a 
gift  from  Floyd  and  Shirley  Whitfield  of  Charleston, 
will  be  home  to  CSU's  football  and  track  programs. 
The  building  is  equipped  with  viewing  boxes  for 
VIPs  and  media  on  the  fourth  floor,  a  meeting  and 
conference  room  on  the  third  floor,  coaches  offices 
on  the  second,  w  hile  the  ground  floor  houses  a 
new  concession  area  and  rest  room  facilities. 

Whitfield  Stadium  Center  shows  our  commit- 
ment to  providing  quality  facilities  for  our  student 
athletes,"  said  Rick  Brewer,  interim  athletic  director.

"We  compete  heavily  within  the  Big  South  and  the 
NCAA,  and  these  facilities  help  students  and  future 
students  see  the  commitment  we  have  to  our  loot- 
ball  and  track  programs." 

The  Brewer  Center  serves  as  our  "student 
union,"  and  features  a  gym  and  an  assortment  of 
the  most  modern  exercise  equipment.  "Edwards 
Express"  provides  students  with  an  "at  home" 
atmosphere  in  which  to  enjoy  meals  and  a  new 
television  entertainment  center  donated  by  the 
Parents  of  Buccaneers.  This  building  is  also  home 
to  our  Baptist  Student  Union,  Student  Government 
Association,  and  Student  Activities  Department. 

Underwritten  by  a  generous  contribution  from 
Jimmie  and  Patricia  Brewer  of  Lancaster,  this  build- 
ing is  designed  to  help  CSU  fulfill  one  of  its  Five 
Life  Preparation  Concepts:  wellness. 

"Friends  of  the  University  like  Jimmie  and 
Patricia  Brewer  don't  donate  funds  for  any  reason 
other  than  that  they  believe  in  our  students  and 
our  mission  of  promoting  academic  excellence 
in  a  Christian  atmosphere,"  said  Dr.  Jairy  Hunter, 
president. 

Whittington  Hall  is  now 
home  to  our  band  and  sym- 
phonic programs.  This  building 
will  temporarily  house  a  portion 
of  the  Horton  School  of  Music 
until  a  more  comprehensive 
building  can  be  constructed.

The  work!  around  lis  is  growing  by  leaps  and 
bounds.  As  everything  becomes  more  and 
more  global,  we,  as  a  Christian  institute  of 
higher  education,  must  prepare  our  graduates  to 
fulfill  Jesus'  command  to  make  disciples. 

In  order  to  help  fulfill  "The  Great 
Commission,"  Charleston  Southern  will  begin 
offering  a  minor  in  Christian  leadership  in  the  fall 
of  2000.  These  classes  are  designed  to  complement 
any  major  area  of  academic  study  and  are  struc- 
tured around  the  Great  Commission  of  Matthew 
28:19  -  20. 

Students  will  take  courses  in  both  Old  and 
New  Testament  Survey,  providing  a  solid,  biblical 
background.  Students  will  also  be  required  to  suc- 
cessfully complete  a  course  in  evangelism,  further 
enforcing  Jesus'  command. 

The  Christian  leadership  course  will  prepare 
students  for  the  task  of  educating  men  and  women 
in  the  Christian  faith. 

"Although  we  realize  that  many  of  our  students 
have  not  been  called  into  full-time  Christian  min- 
istry," said  Dr.  Don  Dowless,  chairman  of  the 
department  of  religion,  "we  w  ant  to  provide  an 
avenue  for  these  students  to  receive  training  that 
helps  enable  them  to  become  strong  leaders  in  the 
churches  in  which  they  worship." 

Dowless  sees  these  classes  as  helping  tin  >se 
who  want  to  enter  the  ministry  as  well. 

"The  classes  will  prepare  students  to  enter  the 


seminary  by  giving  them  the  core  courses  they 
need,"  said  Dowless.  "Although  they  will  be  taking 
these  same  types  of  courses  during  their  seminary 
work,  they  w  ill  have  some  insight  into  the  impor- 
tance of  Christian  leadership." 

Students  will  be  given  another  opportunity 
to  fulfill  the  Great  Commission  through  new 
evangelism  courses. 

"This  class  will  teach  students  how  to  share 
the  Gospel  with  other  people,"  said  Dowless. 
"They  will  play  a  vital  role  in  teaching  students 
how  to  share  the  Christian  experience  with  non- 
Christians." 

As  the  world  around  us  continues  to  change, 
these  courses  will  help  in  the  spiritual  preparation 
of  young  men  and  women  to  provide  their  God- 
given  skills  and  abilities  as  Christian  leaders  for  a 
new  generation. 

"Everything  rises  and  falls  on  the  shoulders  of 
leadership,"  said  Rick  Brewer,  dean  of  students. 
"CSU's  five  life  preparation  concepts  emphasize 
values  and  ethics,  leadership,  service,  and  w  ellness 
and  communication  and  will  be  directly  enhanced 
by  the  addition  of  this  campus  academic  program." 

Brewer  sees  this  as  an  opportunity  to  prepare 
students  for  leadership  and  ministry  in  the  21st 
century. 

This  academic  offering  will  further  facilitate 
CSU's  emphasis  on  equipping  students  for  leader- 
ship and  help  them  impact  their  culture  and  world 
for  the  Kingdom  of  God,"  said  Brewer.

Reducing  Your  Estate  Taxes

When  is  the  last  time  you  gave  a  w  hole  lot  of 
thought  to  estate  taxes?  After  all,  you  have  other 
things  to  occupy  your  mind.  Also,  you  may  have 
thought  that  only  people  with  really  big  estates 
will  incur  estate  taxes. 

It  is  true  that,  in  the  year  2000,  you  can  pass 
on  up  to  $675,000  to  your  heirs,  free  of  federal 
estate  taxes.  (Over  the  next  several  years,  this 
figure  will  gradually  increase  to  SI  million.)  But 
the  $675,000  figure  includes  all  your  assets  -  savings,  investments, 
retirement  plans,  home,  and  death  benefit  of  insurance  policies.  Many, 
if  not  all,  of  these  assets  will  appreciate  significantly  over  time.  So,  just 
because  you  are  currently  under  the  estate-tax  threshold,  there's  no 
guarantee  you'll  stay  there.  Once  you  get  past  the  allowable  limit, 
your  heirs  will  pay  estate  taxes  of  at  least  37  percent  -  and  possibly 
up  to  SS  percent. 

To  reduce  your  future  estate  taxes,  take  steps  now  .  You  can  start 
by  determining  how  large  an  estate  you  are  likely  to  have.  A  qualified 
financial  professional  can  look  at  your  current  assets,  make  realistic 
projections  concerning  future  growth  and  arrive  at  a  reasonable  esti- 
mate of  your  estate's  ultimate  value.  With  this  knowledge,  you  can 
predict  whether  your  heirs  will  face  estate  taxes. 

Estate  planning  can  be  confusing  and  complicated.  Before  doing 
anything,  you  will  need  to  consult  your  attorney  or  financial  planner. 
Once  you  have  everything  in  place,  you'll  have  the  peace-of-mind  that 
the  financial  responsibility  of  your  estate  will  be  taken  care  of  and  will 
not  be  placed  on  your  heirs.  You  might  never  be  able  to  escape  all 
estate  taxes,  but  through  careful  planning,  you  might  arrange  for  a 
better  outcome. 

As  you  prepare  your  w  ill,  we  hope  that  you  will  give  serious  con- 
sideration to  include  CSU  in  your  estate  plans.  Those  friends  and 
alumni  who  join  The  Legacy  Society  before  Dec.  31,  2000,  w  ill  be 
considered  part  of  the  elite  "founding  members"  category.

Buccaneer  Club 
Continues  To  Grow

The  Buccaneer  Club 
has  posted  a  16  percent 
increase  in  revenue  over 
last  year.  This  marks  the 
fourth  consecutive  year  of 
growth  for  the  organiza- 
tion. Over  the  past  four 
years  the  Buc  Club  has  seen  an  increase 
of  163  percent.  Such  growth  is  due  to 
the  increase  in  Buc  Club  membership 
and  the  addition  of  different  revenue 
streams.  One  such  revenue  stream  that 
has  just  completed  its  eighth  year  is  the 
annual  Buccaneer  Club  Corporate  Cup 
Golf  Tournament  held  each  spring. 

This  year's  event  was  conducted  on 
Thursday,  May  13  at  Pine  Forest 
Countiy  Club.  More  than  100  golfers 
helped  to  set  an  all-time  record  by 
raising  $14,055.  Over  the  tournament's 
eight-year  history  more  than  $71,000 
has  been  raised  to  support  CSU  athlet- 
ics. Each  year  the  Corporate  Cup  con- 
tinues to  improve  adding  more  golfers 
and  corporate  sponsorships  to  the 
event. 

As  with  any  organization,  change 
always  accompanies  growth.  The 
Buccaneer  Club  is  no  exception. 
Effective  July  1,  I  became  CSU's  first 
associate  athletic  director  for  develop- 
ment and  marketing.  While  continuing 
my  job  duties  as  Buccaneer  Club  direc- 
tor, the  new  position  will  allow  an 
increase  in  financial  development  activi- 
ty which  should  improve  the  Buccaneer 
Club's  growth  and  should  allow  the 
financial  aspect  of  the  University's  ath- 
letic programs  to  develop  even  more. 
Implementing  the  University's  corporate 
marketing  plan  will  be  the  primary 
focus  of  the  newly  created  position.  By 
having  an  associate  athletic  director,  the 
University  can  better  position  itself  for 
financial  resource  development  and 
growth  for  the  future.

The  Big  South  Conference  announced  the  creation  of  the  Howard  Bagwell  Award 
which  will  be  given  annually  to  the  best  athlete  in  the  Big  South  Conference,  as 
selected  by  athletic  directors  from  member  institutions.  The  aw  ard  is  named  for 
Coach  Howard  Bagwell,  who  retired  after  35  years  as  the  athletic  director  at  Charleston 
Southern  on  Wednesday,  May  31. 


"This  is  one  of  the  biggest 
honors  I've  ever  had,''  said 
Bagwell.  "1  am  deeply  moved  by 
this  sentiment  and  very  thankful 
to  the  entire  league  and  every- 
one involved  with  it." 

The  Howard  Bagwell 
Student-Athlete  <  >f  the  Year 
Award  will  be  given  to  the  top 
male  Big  South  student-athlete. 
It  is  a  purely  athletic  award,  and 
the  nominees  will  be  the  league 
MVPs  from  each  conference- 
sponsored  sport.  Each  of  the  Big 
Souths  eight  athletic  directors, 
senior  women's  administrators 
and  sports  information  directors 
will  vote.  Hie  winner  will  be 
Howard  Bagwell  Student-Athlete 
of  the  Year. 

"How  ard  Bagwell  can  truly 
be  called  the  'Father  of  the  Big 
South.'  He  was  the  driving  force 
behind  the  formation  of  the 
League  in  1983,"  said  Big  South 
Commissioner  Kyle  B.  Kallander. 
"Everyone  associated  with  the 
Big  South  owes  a  debt  of  grati- 
tude to  him.  It  is  appropriate 
that,  upon  his  retirement,  the 
most  prestigious  athletic  award 
bestowed  by  the  Big  South 


Conference  be  named  after  him.'' 

Bagwell  and  former  Augusta 
College  president  George 
Christenberry  founded  the  con- 
ference in  1983.  Seven  schools 
originally  joined  the  conference 
that  year  to  compete  for  10  con- 
ference championships.  Today, 
the  Big  South  has  17  champi- 
onships with  10  automatic  bids 
to  the  NCAA  Tournament. 

"The  Big  South  has  meant  a 
lot  to  me  and  t<  >  every<  >ne 
involved  in  creating  it, "  said 
Bagwell.  "When  Dr. 
Christenberry  and  I  got  togethei 
back  then  we  never  dreamed  it 
would  turn  out  as  well  as  it  has. 
I'm  just  glad  it  is  here  now  to 
make  such  a  difference  in  the 
lives  of  the  athletes  w  ho  com- 
pete for  these  championships." 

Bagwell  announced  his 
retirement  from  CSU  in 
December.  He  is  the  only  athlet- 
ic director  the  school  has  had 
since  its  creation  in  1964  and 
coached  the  basketball  and  track 
teams  during  his  tenure.  He  is 
enshrined  in  both  the  CSU  Hall 
of  Fame  and  the  South  Carolina 
Athletic  Hall  of  Fame.
